The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
cited prior art alone or in combination teaches the claimed combination of a 
turbocharged engine having an exhaust gas recirculation system and a method of 
recirculating exhaust gas in an internal combustion engine including: 
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" Regarding claims 1 and 12: 

a vortex tube having an inlet, a hot outlet, and a cold outlet, wherein the 
inlet of the vortex tube is in fluid communication with the exhaust gas 
recirculation conduit and the cold gas outlet of the vortex tube is in fluid 
communication with the high pressure portion/ compressor outlet portion of the 
intake conduit 

Regarding claims 7 and 15: 

a secondary cold exhaust conduit adapted to divert at least a portion of 
cold exhaust gases exiting from the cold outlet to be reunited with exhaust gases 
exiting from the hot outlet 

Regarding claim 20: 

introducing the cooled exhaust gases into a high pressure portion of an 
inlet conduit in fluid communication with an outlet of a compressor."
